I beg  to  present  my  Ninth  Annual  Beport  which  deals  with  the 
year  1913. 


AREA. 

The  Area  of  the  District  is  44,386  acres. 


POPULATION. 

As  emigration  is  somewhat  less  I hope  that  we  shall  soon  be  able 
to  record  a nominal  increase  in  the  population.  The  births  still  show 
a slight  decrease  in  number  for  the  year,  and  on  this  account  I am 
afraid  that  the  loss  of  population  caused  by  emigration  has  not 
terminated,  and  I have,  therefore,  again  estimated  the  population  in 
the  middle  of  the  year  as  14,000. 


HOUSING. 

There  has  been  little  alteration  since  last  year,  except  that  there 
are  probably  fewer  uninhabited  houses.  The  exodus  by  emigration 
left  many  of  the  better  cottages  uninhabited.  This  led  to  removals 
from  some  of  the  worst  cottages  to  better  ones  and  consequently  has 
led  to  an  improvement  in  the  housing  conditions  as  a whole.  The 
worst  houses  are  largely  uninhabited. 

The  census  returns  for  1911  show7  the  number  of  inhabited  and 
uninhabited  houses  in  each  parish. 

There  has  been  very  little  building  for  the  housing  of  the  work- 
ing classes.  Only  five  cottages  have  been  built  in  the  year.  There 
are  no  cellar  dwellings  in  the  district.

DEATHS. 

The  annual  death-rate  is  still  low,  though  there  is  a slight  in- 
crease on  last  year’s  figures.  There  has  been  no  epidemic  during  the 
year  which  has  accounted  for  any  special  number  of  deaths  from  one 
cause. 

The  recorded  death-rate  is  12-35.  This  figure  multiplied  by 
•8258  which  I am  informed  by  the  Registrar  General  is  the  factor  for 
correcting  the  general  death-rate  in  this  district  gives  the  figure 
10-19  as  the  corrected  death-rate. 


GENERAL  SANITATION. 

The  complete  sanitary  survey  of  the  district  was  finished  early 
in  the  year  and  every  house  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  council  has  been 
surveyed  and  two  complete  copies  of  the  survey  cards  made. 

The  value  of  this  survey  has  been  beyond  words.  Following  on 
my  Special  Report  on  the  Special  Sanitary  Survey  in  July,  1911,  a 
Special  Sanitary  Survey  Committee  was  appointed.  This  committee 
made  a general  tour  of  inspection  in  the  district  and  issued  a report 
in  February. 

The  committee  reported  “that  there  are  a large  number  of 
nuisances,  some  trivial,  some  bad,  and  some  very  bad  existing  in  the 

District which  badly  require  dealing  with  at  the 

present  time,”  and  that  a large  number  of  nuisances  mentioned  on 
the  survey  sheets  nearly  two  years  before  had  not  “ even  now  been 
remedied.” 
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They  found  also  that  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  which 
he  was  supposed  to  do,  was  more  than  he  could  possibly  got  through. 
It  was  then  decided  to  have  an  Assistant  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
for  one  year,  and  Mr.  Connolly  was  appointed  on  the  9th  of  June.  A 
Sub-committee  of  the  Council  was  formed  to  nleet  once  a month  and 
to  go  through  all  the  notices  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances, 
etc  , and  to  see  that  no  notices  were  uncomplied  with.  This  com- 
mittee has  done  enormous  good,  and,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  report 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  appended,  no  less  than  1492  sanitary  im- 
provements, defects,  and  nuisances  are  tabulated  as  made  and 
remedied. 

The  Council  has  now  decided  to  separate  the  two  posts  of 
Sanitary  Surveyor  and  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  these  appoint- 
ments will  shortly  he  made. 

In  spite  of  all  that  has  been  done  there  remains  a very  great  deal 
to  be  done  before  the  district  can  be  regarded  as  in  a satisfactory 
sanitary  state.  Things  are  working  well  and  a good  start  has  been 
made. 

SEWERAGE,  BRIIMGE,  & SCAVENGING. 

The  sewerage  of  Boughton  is  being  attended  to  and  more  flush- 
ing done  than  in  the  past. 

A drainage  scheme  for  Ospringe  is  very  much  needed,  hut  there 
are  difficulties  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  getting  a proper  fail.  If 
an  agreement  could  be  come  to  with  the  Urban  authorities,  who  have 
completed  a very  thorough  scheme  of  drainage  for  the  town  of  Faver- 
sham,  to  take  Ospringe  sewage  from  a pumping  station  it  might  be 
greatly  to  the  benefit  of  both  councils  and  would  be  most  beneficial 
to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  Ospringe. 

The  scavenging  and  emptying  of  cesspools  contract  for  the 
parishes  of  Teynham  and  Lynsted  will  expire  on  April  1st.  It  is 
expected  that  the  work  in  future  will  lead  to  fewer  complaints. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  mains  of  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company  have  at  last  been 
carried  to  Eastling,  and  I anticipate  much  good  will  result.  The 
scheme  for  the  extension  of  Boughton  Water  Supply  to  other  parts  of 
the  parish  of  Boughton  and  to  Dunkirk  is  now  well  on  its  way  and 
should  be  carried  out  during  the  vear.

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The  Faversham  Water  Company  supplies  the  greater  part  of  the 
parishes  of  Faversham  Without,  North  and  South  Preston  Without, 
Ospringe,  Davington,  and  Oare. 

The  Mid-Kent  Water  Company  supplies  Doddington,  Lynsted, 
Tey nham,  Newnham,  Eastling,  and  Norton. 

The  Council’s  Supply  at  Boughton  supplies  Boughton  and  is  to 
supply  Dunkirk. 

Conyer,  Teynham,  and  Staple  Street,  Hernhill,  have  special 
supplies  of  good  quality. 

The  Waterworks  at  Lees  Court  supply  parts  of  the  parishes  of 
Sheldwich  and  Selling. 

Two  wells  contaminated  by  sewage  have  been  closed  during  the 

year.

The  above  table  shows  the  total  distribution  of  Notifiable  In- 
fectious Diseases  in  the  years  1912  and  1913. 


The  parishes  of  Badlesmere,  Goodnestone,  Leaveland,  Ludden- 
ham,  Norton,  Sheldwich,  and  Stone,  have  been  free  of  Notifiable 
Infectious  Disease  for  the  two  years.  There  has  been  no  epidemic 
of  dangerous  infectious  disease  in  the  past  year.  Sporadic  cases 
have  occurred,  but  owing  to  our  excellent  Infectious  Hospital 
epidemics  have  been  checked.  The  number  of  isolated  cases,  which 
occur  in  parishes  far  from  one  another  at  the  same  time,  is  still 
noticeable. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

28  cases  were  notified. 

21  were  admitted  to  Beacon  Hill. 

8 proved  negative  in  two  cultures 

7 were  cases  where  there  was  distinct  evidence  of  infection 
from  outside  the  district,  so  can  be  tabulated  as  imported  cases. 

4 cases  were  contact  cases. 

In  4 cases  there  were  insanitary  defects  in  the  home. 

5 could  not  be  traced  to  any  definite  source. 
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Diphtheria  cases  are  injected  with  antitoxin  in  their  own  homes 
hy  the  nurse  accompanying  the  ambulance,  ns  every  minute  appears 
to  count  in  the  early  administration.  This  also  renders  impossible 
the  infection  of  cases  afterwards  proving  negative  bacteriologically  in 
hospital.  No  cases  are  discharged  until  two  negative  swabs  have 
been  obtained  in  two  consecutive  examinations. 

In  cases  of  diphtheria  where  there  appears  to  be  evidence  of 
school  contact,  I visit  the  schools  and  swab  all  suspicious  throats  in 
the  class  or  the  school  as  required.  By  this  means  I have  obtained 
positive  results  which  have  led  to  the  checking  of  what  might  have 
been  severe  epidemics. 


POEIO-MYELITIS. 

There  were  two  notifications. 

The  following  are  the  chief  points  of  interest  in  the  first  case  : — 

Girl  aged  4,  returned  from  school  feeling  drowsy  on  June  7th, 
and  gradually  became  worse.  She  was  notified  to  me  on  Sunday, 
June  22nd,  and  visited  by  me  the  same  day. 

From  my  notes  on  June  22nd  I find  there  had  been  no  eruption 
nor  vomiting.  Temperature  on  2 1st  102°  . Catarrh  on  22nd  only. 
Opisthotonos  on  21st.  Tender  over  spine  and  tender  on  being  lifted 
Kernig’s  sign  present  Patellar  reflex  absent  in  both  legs.  Plantar 
reflex  present  in  both  feet.  Abdominal  reflex  absent.  Paralysis  of 
right  arm  and  leg.  Rigidity  in  both  legs.  The  child  died  next  day. 
No  post-mortem  or  bacteriological  examination  was  made.  Thorough 
disinfection  was  carried  out  and  no  fresh  case  occurred. 

The  second  case  occurred  during  my  absence  on  my  holiday. 
Was  notified  on  October  1st.  It  was  later  reported  to  me  as  having 
occurred  at  Oare.  A girl  aged  2 had  been  ill  for  three  days. 
When  seen  had  a temperature  of  101°  . Numerous  dull  red  spots  on 
abdomen  and  thorex.  Complete  paralysis  of  right  leg.  No  opistho- 
tonos. Patellar  reflex  absent,  plantar  reflex  normal.  Kernig’s  sign 
absent.  No  history  of  infection.  The  child  was  to  be  removed  'to 
Beacon  Hill  the  following  day,  but  before  arrangements  could  be 
made  it  was  taken  to  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospital  and  admitted. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Five  cases  were  notified  and  four  admitted  to  Beacon  Hill,  of 
whom  : One  was  an  urban  case  ; one  proved  not  to  be  typhoid  fever ; 
two  were  traced  to  shellfish  and  were  both  positive  to  the  Widal  re- 
action. All  were  discharged  well. 
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SCARLET  FE¥ER. 

Eighteen  cases  were  notified  and  all  admitted.  Six  were  contact 
cases,  live  were  hop-pickers  who  brought  the  infection  with  them, 
and  six  were  sporadic  cases  distributed  through  the  district  not  trace- 
able to  any  particular  cause. 

PUERPERAL  FE1TER. 

For  the  third  year  in  succession  no  case  has  been  notified. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

On  December  31st  there  were  belonging  to  the  district  18  cases 
of  tuberculosis  Two  were  cases  of  tubercular  disease  of  joints,  the 
others  were  all  consumption.  Four  cases  were  in  St.  Catharine’s 
Home,  Ramsgate,  having  been  sent  by  the  Guardians.

The  above  does  not  include  Urban  cases  in  the  Workhouse,  nor 
any  cases  from  Margaret  Manor,  Doddington,  which  is  a private 
house  to  which  consumptive  cases  are  sent  from  London  and  else- 
where for  varying  periods.  Six  have  been  notified  during  the  year. 

There  is  still  great  delay  in  getting  sanatorium  treatment  for 
persons  insured  under  the  Act. 

For  precautions  taken  see  last  year's  report. 
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BEACON  MILL  HOSPITAL. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year  was  low. 

The  administration  of  the  hospital  has  been  well,  efficiently,  and 
economically  carried  out  by  the  Matron  (Miss  Whitehouse)  and  the 
staff. 

All  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  well  rubbed  with  eucalyptus  oil 
whilst  in  hospital. 

The  rules  for  disinfection  of  houses  after  removal  of  the  patient, 
as  stated  in  my  1907  report,  are  still  carried  out  effectively. 

There  have  been  no  return  cases  during  the  year  after  discharge 
of  patients. 

For  scarlet  fever  I visit  the  schools  and  examine  the  hands  of  the 
class  or  the  school  for  signs  of  peeling.  This  procedure  has  yielded 
valuable  results. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  General  state  of  all  the  Schools  in  the  district  continues  to 
improve  under  the  directions  of  the  Kent  Education  Committee. 
Eastling  Schools  which  I have  reported  as  unsatisfactory  for  several 
years  owing  to  the  deficient  water  supply  are  now  to  be  put  in  a 
proper  state  as  a main  water  supply  is  available. 

I have  not  found  it  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  Schools  on 
pub’ic  health  grounds.  The  School  Medical  Officer  closed  Selling 
Schools  for  Measles  from  March  18th  to  April  12th. 

In  the  maj  n’ity  of  Schools  in  the  district,  the  scholars  have  pen 
boxes  containing  their  own  pens,  pencils  and  paint  brushes  so  that 
they  do  not  risk  infecting  others  by  licking  them  and  having  them 
placed  in  a common  store.  The  Medical  Inspector  of  Public 
Elementary  Schools  is  Dr.  Gange,  of  Faversham. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

This  continues  to  he  satisfactory.  No  illness  has  been  traced  to 
impure  milk  and  there  was  no  epidemic.  There  are  46  registered 
Dairies  and  Cowsheds  and  they  have  all  been  inspected.  Many  of 
them  are  in  outlying  districts  and  the  Cowsheds  are  of  the  most 
meagre  description.  As  the  cows  are  out  most  of  the  time  the 
stringent  regulations  for  Urban  Dairies  are  not  carried  out,  but 
general  care  and  supervision  are  exercised. 

Two  outbreaks  of  Anthrax  occurred  which  were  well  and 
thoroughly  attended  to  under  the  Anthrax  order  of  1910. 

Under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Act,  four  cows  were  reported 
which  appeared  to  be  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  In  all  the  cases 
the  animals  were  slaughtered  and  the  carcases  buried. 
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HOP-PICKING. 

Bye-Laws  were  adopted  for  the  District  in  May.  An  outbreak 
of  Diphtheria  amongst  the  pickers  in  some  huts  at  Hernhill  was 
directly  traceable  to  infection  at  Whitstable.  The  infected  cases 
were  at  once  removed  to  Hospital  and  the  spread  of  the  disease 
checked. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  was  granted  the  use  of  a motor  car  by 
the  Council  during  part  of  the  hop-picking  season  and  he  was  able 
to  do  much  good  work,  particularly  in  checking  the  supply  of 
unwholesome  food  to  pickers. 

THE  MANURE  TRADE. 

Constant  supervision  is  exercised,  and  the  Manure  removed  from 
the  wharves  within  the  prescribed  time  limit. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

These  have  been  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself. 
Many  small  details  have  to  be  remedied,  but  on  the  whole  they  are 
kept  clean  and  the  regulations  carried  out.  No  meat  has  been 
condemned  during  the  year  for  tuberculosis. 

RAINFALL. 

Colonel  Honeyball,  Mr.  Walter  Stunt  and  Mr.  Ivo  Neame  have 
again  kindly  placed  their  records  at  my  disposal.  For  many  years 
the  records  have  shown  more  rain  at  Selling  than  at  Teynham  or 
Ospringe,  and  the  Ospringe  record  has  always  been  intermediate 
between  Selling  and  Teynham.

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  31st  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1913. 

The  past  year  has  been  an  exceedingly  busy  one,  and  with  the 
aid  of  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Connolly)  recently 
appointed  by  the  Council,  who  entered  upon  his  duties  on  the  9th 
June  last,  there  has  been  much  Sanitary  Survey  Work  done, 
improvements  made  to  many  properties,  and  the  very  many  nuisances 
usually  found  in  a Rural  District  have  been  well  looked  after  and 
promptly  remedied  as  far  as  practicable. 

The  various  facts  and  figures  relating  to  the  many  items  of 
repairs  and  improvements,  together  with  the  nuisances  abated,  will 
be  found  in  detail  in  the  following  pages  of  this  Report. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  work  of  the  district  has  been 
carried  out  without  having  to  take  legal  proceedings.

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MEW  BUILDINGS. 

Veiy  little  Building  Work  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year, 
only  two  plans  have  been  submitted  and  passed  by  the  Council  for 
additions  to  dwellings  in  compliance  with  the  Building  Bye-Laws.

WATER  SAMPLES. 

l en  Water  Samples  have  been  taken  for  analysis,  two  of  which 
were  found  to  be  impure  and  affected  by  sewage  percolation  or  its 
equivalent.  Both  Wells  have  been  closed. 

One  sample  was  of  doubtful  purity  and  is  under  observation,  all 
possible  sources  of  contamination  have  been  located,  and  everythin" 
is  being  done  to  improve  the  supply. 


COW  SHEDS. 

In  my  last  Report  I stated  there  were  44  Dairies  and  Cow  Sheds 
duly  registered  during  the  past  year,  two  have  been  cancelled,  and 
four  others  added,  making  in  all  46  now  on  the  Register. 

All  Cow  Sheds  and  Dairies  have  been  periodically  inspected. 


PUBLIC  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Councils  public  Water  Supplies  at  Boughton,  Staple 
Stieet  and  Conyer  still  maintain  their  purity  and  the  supply  is 
abundant  for  all  purposes.  Pumps  and  Machinery  are  in  "ood 
working  order. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  extension  of  the  Boughton  Water 
Works  and  Services  will  be  commenced  shortly. 

At  Noith  Lane,  Boughton  a Tank  holding  800  gallons  has  been 
elected  and  supplied  with  water  from  the  Boughton  pumping  station 
for  the  use  of  cottages  where  the  wells  were  condemned  in  1912. 

This  is  only  a temporary  supply  until  the  new  mains  are  laid  in 
from  Boughton  Water  Works. 
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PUBLIC  SEWERS. 

The  whole  of  the  Main  Sewers  at  Boughton,  Brents  and  Oare 
are  in  fair  working  order,  periodically  flushed  and  in  good  repair. 


HOP  HUTS,  &c. 

In  May  last,  the  Council  prepared  and  adopted  a set  of  Bye- 
Laws  for  the  lodging  and  accommodation  of  persons  engaged  "in 
Hop-picking  and  Fruit  Picking  throughout  the  district. 

In  September  last  I reported  to  the  Council  my  visits  to  the 
Hop  Huts,  previous  to,  and  during  the  Hop-picking  season,  giving 
particulars  of  the  several  defects  noted.  Most  of  such  defects  are 
insufficient  Cook  House  accommodation,  Closet  accommodation  and 
want  of  ventilation  to  the  Huts  and  Buildings. 

These  matters  will  have  attention  before  the  next  season  so  as  to 
bring  the  buildings  in  keeping  with  the  requirements  of  the  New 

Bye-Laws. 

«/ 

The  total  number  of  buildings,  &c.  in  use  during  the  last  season 
were  2,659  Huts  and  65  Bell  Tents. 

Careful  supervision  was  given  to  the  food  supplies,  and  there 
was  very  little  cause  for  complaint,  nor  was  it  necessary  to  take 
proceedings,  a little  warning  was  all  that  was  required. 


SCAVENGING  MB  CLEANSING  AT 
TEYNHAM  AND  LYNSTED. 

The  present  three  years  contract  will  expire  at  the  end  of  March, 
1914,  and  although  there  has  been  fewer  complaints  of  the  way  in 
which  the  work  has  been  carried  out,  yet  theie  is  much  room  for 
improvement. 

It  icmains  to  be  pioved  whether,  under  fresh  contract,  and  more 
stringent  supervision,  the  present  methods  can  be  carried  out  with 
satisfaction.
